Transfer their subscriptiotii from the Benicia 
road to ouu by way of Petaluma. Se?er*l have 
said that they would double their subscriptions 
to the latter road. The amount subscribed is 
no mean sum for such a small place as Sebas- 
topol is at preseutr We must have an outlet 
direct to market. We have the produce to ship 
and believe that a road from Sebastopol to tide 
water at Petaluma would pay from the start.'' 
The above opinions are from a clear beaded 
man and ore entitle.! to weight, and we are 
glad to note that our capitalists are giving the 
matter due consideration.

Orchardiat vs, Nurseryman,^ 

A lawsuit of more than ordinary interest is 
now jwnding in Ssnta Clara county in which 
will be settled the old question as to whether 
fruit trees must be "true to label." Joseph 
Basafonl, nn extensive fruit grower of Vaca- 
ville, Solano county, claima damages from a 
San Jose nurseryman, caused by tbe delivery 
of cheery trees which, it Is alleged^'were not aa 
represented by defendant. The trees ordered 
were of the earliest and most valuable kind of 
fruit for shipping. Fruit from trees of the kind . 
ordered has been marketed on the lit of April, 
and sold as high as $2.25 per pound In San 
Francisco. The trees sent Mr. Rsssford were 
carefully cultivated for six-years, when it was 
discovered tfmt Instead of fine, plump, delicious 
chony tb}t «•«« expected, they produced « 
■ mall Inferior fruit, ripening not until Msyi and 
in fact quite unlit for market. U is— too often 
the case Unit nursery men aro careless in filling 
orders. Mr. Hsssford's is only one of hundreds 
of cetntt of .iiriiilnr kind tiiat we have heard of 
in different parts of the State. To the credit of

Petaloma and B«ba*topol, 

This writer ipcnt Monday last in company 
with the surveyors and others interested in the 
proposed railroad who were looking at the va- 
rious passes in the hills and for the moat practi- 
cal route for the railroad. We were familiar 
with everything along the main traveled road 
between the two towns, but when we went 
through a section away from the public roada 
and through fields and lanes tbat we had not 
seen for between fifteen and twenty-five year*, 
the view afforded wa» a reTelatlon and pleas- 
ant surprise. Particularly i« this the case be- 
tween Sebaatopol and Blutcher Valley, through 
tho Pleasant Hill School District. For mile* 
in extent where only a few, years ago nothing 
was to be found on the land except the natural" 
forest trees, buckeye, hazel, honeyauckle and 
cbimesel, it ia now ftlmoat one continuous or- 
chard, farm or garden. The county ia now at 
Its' best. Its orchard trees are laden with their 
fruits which already "begins to bend their 
branches down and display ripening shades of 
color. Its grain fields display every iign of a 
bountiful harvest. The gardens are gorgeous 
with blooming flowers of every odor and hue. 
The odor of new mown hay fills the air. -The 
hills look inviting', through the clear air and 
show the fingermarks of the industries which 
'are festooning "their . sides with vines. Neat 
homes", school houses anil substantial improve- 
ments are there now. But we started in to say 
'something about the railroad. From our want 
of experience in railroad building onr opinions 
may not be entitled to any great weight. Not- 
withstanding this we are prepared to say that 
there is business for a railroad, and that it can 
be built at a cost that will afford profit to its 
owrJ&rs in the near future — if not at present. 
From Stony Point through to Sebastopol and 
allaround the latter place the people are en- 
thusiastic in favor of the road. ~We found but 
■erne exception— Pat McChristian— a Bourbon 
wEb found this country in 1845, and is atill a 
Btfafbou who believes in ox teams and the 
-"good old way." The greatest difficulty will be 
in obtaining the . right-of-way at this end, 
where it will require a good deal of time and 
observation to select the best snd cheapest 
routo. Tho matter is in good hands— Messrs. 
Wm. Hill and John A. McXear have been 
appointed for this purpose— and we have faith 
in the ultimato result. It is to be hoped that 
all our people will.be, imbued ..with sufficient 
public spirit to work for the public good. This 
is a big undertaking for the limited number of 
men who have spare cosh and are willing to 
invest, but if all who can will lend a helping 
hand, we can have the road in a short time. It 
will require lots of money, energy and zeal, 
but if you who are interested in the matter will 
do your part, put in your mite, and lend every 
encouragement, it can be accomplished. But 
there must be no halting, pulling back or divis- 
ion of sentiment, if we expect the road- to be 
built at present. Messrs. h G. Wickersham, 
John A. McXear and J. L. Dinwiddio also ac- 
companied the Chief Engineer of tho road, 
George M. Dodge, on this occasion, and while 
they found more difficulties to overcome than 
they expected, aro strongly in favor of tho 
road, and are willing and anxious to proceed 
with the gooil work.

The Senate is not making Vet > 
progress with the tariff bill, and 
people art- now prophesying that 
not !>e passed tvefore February. 

The bill placing Gen. W. S, Roseorans, 
at present register of the Treasury, on the 
retired list of the Army, with the rank of 
Brigadier-General, has tx-en favorably re- 
ported to the Senate. 

The Democrats of the House,, by the 
action of a caucus held last week, ac- 
knowledge that they have !>een acting 
wrong in refusing admittance to territories 
entitled'do enter the Colon as States. 
Having been so badly defeated in the 
election, they are now prepared to con- 
fess their pasjt misdeeds, and to repeat 
them as soon as they think any ad! vantage 
can be thereby gained. The caucus de- 
cided that Dakota may come in as one or 
two States as the people of the two pro- 
posed States may hereafter decide, (ignor- 
ing the fact thaff the people of Dakota 
-have already decided in favor of two 
States), also that the Territories of Wash- 
ington, Montana and New Mexico may 
be admitted, provided that all shall be ad- 
mitted in one bill. The caucus also de- 
cided that a separate bill providing lor the 
admission of Utah should be proposed. 
Whether the Republicans of the Senate 
will accept the House bills provid- 
ing for these admissions or leave the 
whole matter to the Fiftieth Congress 
cannot at tiiis time be said. 

Representative Butterworth, in intro- 
ducing a joint resolution looking to the 
annexation of Canada by the -United 
States, lias given the country and Canada 
a- very interesting subject of discussion. 
Most "men whom I have heard speak on 
the subject for a year or two past have ex- 
pressed the opinion that sooner or later 
the United States would absorb loth Can- 
ada and Mexico, the only difference of 
opinion being as to how long and in what 
manner the absorption shall take place, 
whether the- country snail be secured by- 
peaceable negotiations and purchase or by 
lorce of arms. Mr. Butterworth's plan 
for the annexation of Canada, is, it is 
needless to say, a peaceable one. He pro- 
poses that it shall be done through nego- 
tiations with England. Senator Culldni, 
speaking on the' subject said: "I am in 
favor of the annexation of all or any part 
of Canada- Of course these tilings can- 
not be done in a week." Senator' Frye 
said Mr. Butterworth's plan was not prac- 
ticable, because if there is to be annex- 
ation the first suggestion and the v first 
move must not come from us, and that if 
the Canadian provinces are ever annexed 
it will be because they desire to }>e an- 
nexed.

Some time ago «ve had occasion to point 
out the unsafe-character of certain local 
endownment associations,. which,. under 
different names-, were operating in this 
"state; If- was' a timely caution. But be- 
cause "the fools are not all dead, some of 
these associations manage to maintain a 
precarious existence. 

It has recently been stated on good au- 
thority that about $4,000 a month.is the 
average of investments made here in the 
loan associations that have their head- 
quarters in a northwestern state. This 
sum of ftS.OoO a Tear niav not be exactly 
thrown uwav. But if the investors think- 
that they are putting their money to the 
best possible use they are doomed to be 
mistaken. .Money is cheap. Only in a 
few exceptional instances can itj>e.. put. 
tban'v 'use where If will earn more than 
percent. There are millions of dollars 
seeking investments in thisstateat (Sand 
7 per cent, the parties lending paying 
the taxes. Of course the demand is for 
the very best securitv. On a. recent:? 
per eentloan ufrtlys'city of Boston, Jor 
which tenders were invited, the best of- 
fers were recorded at 105 for a million 
dollars. . ■ . 

The legitimate loan and building as- 
sociation is in the nature of a savings 
bank. It offers to take the money of its 
subscribers or members and turn it to 
the best possible account. That is what 
the savings bank does, with the differ- 
ence that in the latter case there is a 
certain amount of paid up capital, or 
capita! guaranteed by personal ilotcs on. 
which dividends are declared, as well as 
on the money which represents current 
deposits. Now, if a savings bank from 
an eastern state should undertake to do 
business in San Francisco as well, the 
inquiry would be started at once as to 
thedegitimaie character of the business. 
The scope of the saving banks is local 
from its character. The scope, also, of 
the loan and building association is local 
.for the same reason. When it exceeds 
these limits it becomes a suspicious in- 
stitution. It may invite investors by 
tempting. otter* and for the purpose of 
procmingjnisiness may hoiti 'tint induce- 
ments-never-bti'ered by local institutions. 
This is just. what has been done by these 
distant associations. The labor com- 
missioner exposed the methods and 
while rendering a good service to the 
community roused the indignation of the 
associations that were bidding for pat- 
ronage. It is not an alarming circum- 
stance that he has been sued by one of 
them. It is rather a fortunate circum- 
stance since, if the case over comes to 
trial, it will afford another good oppor-. 
tnnity to give an inside view' 'of the 
working of these foreign associations. 

If a local building and loan association 
or a savings bank established in this 
State were to establish branches or agen- 
cies in Chicago or ' any eastern city it 
would at once shake the confidence of 
its home patrons, because the institution
